F. Return’d from this perilous fatal Voyage ? One of

V. Certainly J am, and am ready, for my Country’s 
Service, vo-engage in aziler &/adertoking of the fame 


‘Nature. 

F. What! Again to go round the World > To encoun- 
ter Dangers unheard of before ? To futier Hants of every 
Kind, even of Hope? 

V. You Landmen, who try none, are apt to magnify 
every Difficulty. The Voyage hzs not been half fo-bad 
as it has been reprefented: At leaft, I faw nothing in it 
fo terrible. 

F, Did not you meet with great Diftre/s of Weather? 

V. Yes. We were forty Days in a continual Storm, a 
Storm beyond what can be formed by the Jiagination of 
many old Navigators. 

F. And was not that terrible ? 

“V. There was a Calm fucceeded it. We came foon 
after into the Pacific Ovean, a Sea that well deferves the 
Name it bears. 

* F. Did not you fometimes want mreffary and wholfome 
Provifon:, without a Profpect of coming at them? 

VY, We did: But we met with them afterevard:, 

F. Your Men, I am told, drop’d off like rotten Sheep, 
adhd few among you efcaped a dangerous Sicknefs: Did 
not that terrify you ? 

F. Not.confiderably. We who recovered, fhould have 
been glad that ail had lived: But, as they did not, the 
few remaining had the greater Hop:s from what we might 
acquire. 

F. You talk mighty ryfically, and, I think, very 
imerrily for one who has been in fuch Circumftances. 
But pray, Sir, be a little erious, and tell me what it was 
fupported you urder all thefe Difficuhies? 

VW. A Truft in Providence, and, to keep up that, an 
Appearance ftill of Relisf when we were driven to the 
greareft Extremity. By the long Continuance of the 
Storm it became every Day more familiar; and when it 
ceafed, we tafted the Plcafure of ge.tle Gales beyond what 
was ever painted in poetical or rcmamtic Defcription. The 
temporary Wart of Provifions, whenever ic happened, 
Faade the Acquifition of them Luxury, and gave a 
Retith beyond all the Arts of Ivench Cockery. After we 
had been accuftomed, ior fome time, to throw over 
board tevelve or fftee Arn of a Day, we thought we 
had a Redundance of Health when the Number was 
reduced to fx or eic?t. 
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tality, was you not continually in Apprehenfions for 
Yourfelf ? 

V. Death, by being fo much among us, grew les 
frightful thah you can imagine.—But to anfwer direétly 
10 your Queltion, I was never afraid of him, except 
when L was immediately attack’d—You know I had al- 
ways a good Heart, and an enterprifing Genius—I had a 
ftrong Opinion when I went out, that I fhould come 
home again, and that I fhould be a greater Man at the 
End than I was at the Beginning of the Voyage: This 
Opinion never efttirely deft m*, even when my Life de- 
pended upon my being put oppertunely on Shore. 

F. A ufefid Opinien indeed, to keep up your Spirits al+ 
moft in Contempt of Probability. 1 heartily congratulate 
you, however, upon the Verification of it~—But had you 
nothing but this Opinion, and the Truft in Providence 
you juft now mentioned, to depend upon? 

IV’. We had the Example of a brave, humane, equal- 
minded, prudent Commander, which indeed was no {mall 
Matter. 

F. 1 have heard fome Particulars of his Praife, but 
very imperfectly: You would do me great Pleafure 
in relating afew Jnflances of that Condué, which could 
induce yor, whom I know to be fo good a Fudge of 
Mankind, to give him fo great a Charaéle:. 

V. And there is nothing [ can relate with either more 
Pleafure, or more Fuftice. In general then, his Temper 
was fo fteady and unrutHed, that the A/en and Officers all 
look’d on him with Wonder and Delight, and could 
not for Shame betray any ereat Dejeffion under the moft 
imminent Danger.— W hen we were maroon’d in the un- 
inhabited Mand of Tinian, at the Diftance of feven or 
eight hundred Leagues from the Continent of 4fa, and 
had little Hopes of ever recovering our Ship, the Com-

¥. The Ship (for we had then but one) was driven 
from her Afcorinys, only a tew Men being on Board, and 
the Commodere, with 150 of us, refrefhing ourfelves on 
Land, We loft her for about twenty Days, and began 
almoft to defpair of her ever returning ——In thofe Cir- 
cumftances then the Commodore encouraged us to 
lengthen and fit up our Boat, which was left behind, in 
the beft Manner, thet we might fry owr Fortune in her at 
Sea, in cafe of the Worit. Nor was this all, underfuch 
Dittrefs he put himfelf «pomaLevel with the meaneftSai- 
lor in his Crew ; wrought himfelf with the xe and Saw 
in cutting the Boat afunder, and again joining her in 
the Middle with free 7 imber, the being ife uncapa- 
ble of carrying fo jarge a Number. 

F. I don’t remember’to have heard before of this 
Hland of Tirian: In what Part ef thé Globe you have 
been round is it fiwated ? 

V. °Tis one of the Ladrones, which lie in a Range 
from North to South near 30 Degrees Eaft of Afanilla 
in the Phiippires. In fome Maps you will find it at 
about 15 Degrees North Latitude. 

F. And are all thefé Ladrones uninhabited ? 

V. Guam, the Principal, South of Tinian, is inhabited. 
by a few Spaniards, who claim the Property indeed of 
them all, and of all the other Iflands in thefe Seas— 
But even Tinian, tho’ now defulate, has formerly had 
more magnificent Mafters than thofe Wafers of the Vorld, 
as appears by the Rains of feveral auguft and venerable 
Fabricks, which diftover a Tafte not unworthy of the 

eatcht .4ffan Majefy. I-have preferved Sketches of 
fome of them, which I dowbdt nor will be choughr a 
great Curioft . ‘ 

F. Is the Viland itfelf confiderable, either for Afagni- 
tude or Fertility ?

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Madrid, Fuly 27. A Refolution, we hear, is pafs’d 
Counci] to make a new Augmentation of 30,000 Mes 
in our Troops, by taxing every City, Town and Vil- 
lage to furniti a certain Number of Men and Horfts ; 
and 16,000 of thofe Troops are to be fent to Piedmont 
with ail Speed. 

Genoa, Aug.8. There is Advice from Toulon, that 
there were nincteen French and four Spamfh Ships in 
thie Bay; thar nine of the former, and the Spanifh 
Ships were in the grand Road and ready to fail, as was 
fuppos’d, to Carthagena: That five French Saips awere 
careening ail at once, on whith they work’d Day and 
Nigit ; and that a new 84 Gun Snip was alfo ready. 
They have rais’d two Batteries at the Entrance into Tou- 
lon, and were fortifying the whole Length of the Coatt, 
to prevent his Britannick Majefty’s Ships from landing 
ot being fupply’d with Water. This Kepublick is go- 
ing to form a Camp: of avout twelve thoufand regular 
Troops under: the Command of two Brigadiers, be- 
tween Navi and Novi, juft upon the Contines of his 
Sardinian Majefty’s Dominions in Lombardy. 

Metz, -/ug..8. The Inhabitants of this City diftin- 

ifh’d themfelves in an extraordinary Manner on the 

King’s Arrival. There were 4000 of the Burghers under 
Arms, all uniformly cleath’d in Blue, with Gold Bur- 
tons and Button-holes ; and before them march’d two 
Troops of Horfe, each of roo Men, drefs’d in Scarlet, 
trim’d with Gold. The Jews out-did the reft of the In- 
habitants ; for when his Majefty pafled by their Quar- 
ter, they fent 12 Deputies, to defire he would accept of 
a Melon; which being granted, another Deputy ad- 
vane’d, and laid it at the King’s Feet. This Melon was 
of Gold, curioutly wrought 5 the Stem of it Emeralds, 
intermix’d with Diamoncs; when open’d, the Pulp was 
fupplied by Rubies, and the Seeds by Rows of Brilliants; 
fo that, asit lay open, it made a prodigious Shew. It 
is faid, the ep yy of this Meion, and the Materials, 
coft the Jews 10,000 Piftoles. 

Metz, Aug.19. We hear that Prince Charles of Lorrain 
has juft made a Mouion towards the Kine, and the 
French Army under the Marfhal Noailles and Coigni, 
together with the Imperialifts under Count Seckengorff, 
were moving towards him ; fo tiat_we thall be every 
Moment expecting an Account of a Batile 

Vienna, Avg. 12. The firft Column of Troops under 
General Bathiani, confifting of 6000 Men, has enter’d 
Bohemia, under the Command of- General tettititz, 
and the eft are following: Tne Whole amount to 33,0¢0, 
Men. There are already in Boliemia 4602 Men, Ogil- 
vie and Schulembourg’s Regim. nts. Count biterhafi 
himfelf heads the Hungarian Infurgents in the Field, 
and as his Credit among them ig very great, they will 
follow him in great Numbers. They are ail ready, ha- 
ving been preparing, in cafe of Need, for feveral 
Months paft. Forty Thoufand are kept conftantly on 
Foot. The People in Tranfilvania have alfo offer’d their 
Service. 

Dr fden, Aug. 19. The Pruffians enter’d Saxony three 
Days ago. The Saxon Army, under the Command of 
the Duke of Saxe-Weiilenfelds, will encamp To- 
morrow in the Neighbourhood of this*Place, and will 
be 30,000 ftrong. 

Hamboure, dug. 21. According to Letters from Brunf- 
wick, tney are augmenting their Troops, and making 
other warlike Preparations, to favour the Defigns of the 
King of Pruffia, who is aflemoling an Army of Oofer- 
vation between Magdebourg and Halberftadt. 

Wejel, Aug. 22. The Marquefs de 1: Chetardie has 
jut pafs’d through this Town in his Way to Faris. 

Lifle, Aug. 17. It is given out here thar the Dutch 
Troops have receiv’d Orders to repafs the Scheld. 

Bruffels, 2ug.24. We hear that the Count de Saxe 
has endeavour'd a fecond Time to furprize Oudenard, 
but without Succefs; upon which the Duke d’Arem- 
berg has order’d that Garrifon to be reinforc’d by two 
Batialions, and a finall Party of Horfe, the better to 
fecure the Place againft a future Attempt. The Army. 
of the Allies is in Poffeflion of Orchies, and the Engi- 
neers are employ’d in ftrengthning that Place, where 
was found a Magazine of Hay. 

Brujjels, Aug. 27. Letiers from Turin of the 8th In- 
ftant mention, that the King of Sardinia intended to 
abandon Demont, but that his Majefty had made fuch 
Difpofitions for oppofing the Enemy in other Parts ef 
the yoga’ that in all Probab lity they would not be 
able to effectuate any Thing of Importance*before the fal- 
ling of the Snow, which would oodlige them to quit 
their Conguefts and return into France. General [’re- 
torius is juft arriv’d here from the Army. 

Paris, dug. 10. Several defective Copies of the Letter 
which the King writ to the Dauphin before he left 
Flanders, have been handed about here, -but the follow- 
ing is a corre¢t one.

Horfes with 10 Mules perith’d in the Flames. Thefé 
Letters add, that the Prince of Conti has left the Di- 
rection of the Siege of Demont 10 M. de Maulevrier, 
and is marched with 20 Pattalions and 40 Squadrons 
towards the Plains of Piedmont. 

Hague, Aug. 21. Acconling tothe Advices receiv’d 
by fome Minifters here, the Prince of Conti, having 
on the 7th and 8th Inftant made himfeif Maitter of fe- 
veral Eminences and Pefts near Demont, open’d the 
Trenches before that Fortrefs in the Night beiween the 
gth and rcth Inftant. 

Hague, Aug. 2§. By the laft Advices from Metz, the 
French King was thought to be out of Danger. By 
Advices of the 16th from Prince Charles’s Army, acon- 
fiderable Part of the French Reinforcements had jutt 
join’d Marthal Coigni, who had fent a Detachment 
over the Rhine to deftroy,; as ithe Prince had another to 
cover the Auftrian Magazines on that Side of the Ri- 
ver. 

Hague, Aug. 25. We hear from Drefden, that the 
Regency have protefted, both verbally and in Writing, 
againft the Requifition made by the Emperor and the 
King of Pruffia for the i/atiage of a Body of Pruflian 
Troups, as being nothing like an innocent Paflage, but 
on the contrary very prejudicial to Saxony and its Inha- 
bitants, and that they have firmly perfifted in this Re- 
fufal: Notwithftanding which, the Pruffians march on 
thro’ thar Electorate. In fitch prefling and_unforefeen 
‘Circumitances, the Regency had nothing elfe to do but 
to give way to Force, and fo permit for the prefent 
what they are.not able to prevent.

The following is a Tranflation of 2 
Memorial prefenréd by Mr. Trevor, his Pritahnick Ma+ 
jefty’s Minifter Plenipotentiary to their High Mighu- 
nefles the States Generl, upon the 17th of Auguft. 

High and Mighty Lords, d 

T is with great Regret, that, in purfuance of the 

prefling Commands of the King my Mafter, I find 
myfelf oblig’d to put your High Mightineflés in Mind, 
that the Tefm prefcribed fo pofitively and clearly, by 
the Treaty of 1678, for employing your good Offices 
with the Power who was the Aggreifor in the prefent 
War againtt his Majefty, expired fome Time fince, with 
out their having in any Manner procur’d the Re-efta- 
blifiment of the publick Tranquility, and without his 
Majefty’s having had the full Benefit of the faid Treaty. 

His Majetty is very far from in:ending to importune 
your High Mightineflés with Complaints or Reproaches. 
But what he owes to himfelf and to the publick Secu« 
rity, does not permit him 10 keep Silence any longet 
upon the Inexecution of a Treaty the moft important 
and the moft effential of ail thofe which unite his 
Crown with your Siate. The King might naturally 
have prom’s’d himfelf a more expeditious Determina- 
tion, as well from the known good Faith of your High 
Mightineffes, which was doubly engzg’d by the War 
declar’d at the fame Time againft the Queen of Hungz* 
ry, as from the Events with which his Majefty’s Requi- 
fition has been follow’d. 

If good Faith did not permit your High Mightineffes 
to fee your Allies attack’d, without ee with thé 
Aggreflor, your own Dignity allow’d you ftill lefs to 
fee yourfelves attack’d in fo fenfiole a Part as your Bars 
rier, without refenting it, like Sovereigns jealous of 
their Honour, and attentive to the Prefervation of theit 
Rights, 

Where is the State which, in fuch bape 4 
would not with Eagernefs and of itfelf have folicived 
Alliance fo powerful as that to which the King my 
Mafter and the Queen of Hungary do not ceafé inviting 
your High Mightineffes ? ’ 

The King has fer forth, with fo much Strength, if 
his Letter of the $3th of laft April, which was deliver’ 
to your High Mightineffes upon the agth*of the fame 
Month, the Juftice of his Demand; your High Migh- 
tinefles have yourfelves, as well by your ptovifional An- 
fwer, as by the Succours which you have furnifhed to 
his Majefty, acknowledg’d in fo direct a Manner the 
Force of your Engagements, that nothing remains for 
me to do, but to prefs’ the entire Acccmplithment of 
them.
